WARSAW (Spl.)—The warning 
issued by American Jewish lead. 
ers that other nations would fol- 
low Germany’s lead if Jews were 
ransomed from the Nazis has met 
with an unexpected fulfillment, as 
the Polish’ Government discussed 
in public senate session the pos- 
sibility of mass emigration of Jews 
from Poland. 


“If Germany has by anti-Semit- 
ism obtained a high quota of cer- 
tificates to Palestine,” Prince Jan- 
usz Radziwill, president of the 
National-Conservative bloc, declar- 
ed, “the Polish anti-Semites wish 
to follow Germany’s example.” 

Replying to addresses by the 
Prince, the Ministerior of Interior, 
Ladislow Raczkiewicz, asserted 
that the Government looks with 
great favor upon an increase in 
migration of Jews from Poland, 

The question does not “lie with- 
in the competence of the Polish 
Government,” but demands inter- 
national action he stated, 

Parliament circles were stirred 
by the demands of the prominent 
senator that Britain increase the 
quota of Palestine immigration 
certificates for Polish’ Jews, 

Addressing the senate budget 
committee the Prince demande@ 
that the Government start diplo- 
matic negotiations with Rritain 
for Palestine certificates and ap. 
proach American and British of- 
ganizations to expatriating Polish 
Jews. 

Senator Wostworowski indicatea 
he thought 1,000,000 of the more 
than 3,000,000 Jews should emi- 
grate, While condemning anti- 
Semitic excesses, he asserted that 
there are no prospects for amelio. 
ration of the Jews’ plight because 
“the economic development of 
Poland tends toward the ousting 
of Jews from employment,” 

He declared that perhaps a terri 
tory other than Palestine could bé 
found for settling Jews which was 
“less dependent on the caprices of 
| English politics.” England holds 
+ the League of Nations Mandate 
for Palestine 

He stated: “It is necessary to 
solve the Jewish problem accord- 
ing to Isaac Gruenbaum, who has 
said that Poland has aq _ million 
Jews too many.” (Gruenbaum is 
head of the labor department of 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine’s 
Executive.)

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Quota Allotment Proves 
West Ignored 


As ig in answer to this paper’s contention that 
Jewry outside of New York has been made the 
unwilling victim of an inherited system of taxa- 
tion without representation, the planning group 
for the Joint Distribution Committee’s $3,500,009 
campaign at its meeting Sunday released quotas 
for twelve cities for the 1936 drive which prove 
almost conclusively that a substantia] part of the 
leadership of U. S. Jewry should jong have passed 
away from the Atlantic Seaboard. 

Led by New York these twelve cities stretched 
across the country are: asked to contribute 
$3,050,000 of the total for the drive,

New York City where, until the very recent 


present, all leadership of the nation was vested, 
is being asked to donate approximately $0.85 per 
capita to the only U, S. fund which, does actual 
relief work in Germany. No other city in the na- 
tion has been so slandered. Philadelphia’s $1.01 
per capita is the next smallest per capita request, 
with Cincinnati, located west of the Appalachian 
Mountains, being called on for $3.19 for each Jew- 
ish man, woman, and child, 

Nor are these figures peculiar in the respect of 
heavy allotments for that great body of U. S. 
Jews, long ignored in respect to leadership, but 
uncomplainingly contributing far more than its 
share of tithes, Every drive for funds, for these 
many years, has placed the heaviest burden on 
the fewest people, But no nationa] committee, 
unti] the J, D, C.’s recent appointment of its plan- 
ning and scope group, has ever felt it necessary 
to allow representatives of the neglected 1,500,000 
Jews west of the Appalachians to take part in its 
leadership. 

No complaint has been made, and none prob- 
ably would ever be made, But if the real Jewish 
accomplishments and real Jewish achievements, 
as for instance B’nai B'rith, Hebrew Union Col- 
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lege, The Detroit Group Plan, and many others, 
are bred of the Western Jews’ sound perspective 
of the American scene, then U. S. Jewry is over- 
looking a great store of leaders when it refuses 
to grant equa] representation to the Jewish com- 
munities from California to Ohio and from Wis- 
consin to Texas, 





Outlawing Gambling 
By Congregations 

An insidious evil which has stealthily crept 
its way into congregational activities in too many 
synagogues throughout the nation has finally 
called down upon itself the courageous denuncia- 
tion of the Chicago Rabbnica] Association, 

It is the condoned gambling, permitted by the 
rabbi, and excused on the ground that the re 
ceipts are devoted to good causes, 

Led by fearless Rabbi Solomon Goldman, who 
was often berated for his stand, the Chicago 
group passed the following resolution: 

“In view of the un-Jewish and unethical 
character of gambling, and of its demoralizing 
effect upon individuals and institutions, and 
zealous for the good name and honor of the 
Jewish community, the. Rabbinical] Association 
denounces the practice of raising funds for 
congregations and other Jewish organizations 
by means of various forms of gambling, and 
requests congregations and their constituent 
bodies to refrain from these means of obtain- 
ing funds to meet their financial] obligations.” 

That there can be no sacredness attached to 
any institution which allows its ideals to be pol- 
juted by a vice which is frowned on both by Amer- 
ican law and Jewish ethics is realized by every 
rabbi who has spinelessly approved bingo and 
other games of chance, regardless of the purpose 
to which the “take” was to be applied. When 
these rabbis. called the leaders but who are actu- 
ally the led, failed to castigate and outlaw this 
obvious evil, they epitomized the motivation be- 
hind the movement admittedly now in evolution 
in every community whereby the reins of leader- 
ship are passing from the hands of the clergy to 
the laymen. 

Would a synagogue condone stealing by its 
members if the proceeds were devoted to a char.
